An Act to give effect to the financial proposals of the Central 

Government for the financial year 1968 - 69 . 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Nineteenth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 

CHAPTER I 
PRELIMINARY 


1. (1 ) This Act may be called the Finance Act, 1968 .

CHAPTER II 


RATES OF INCOME-TAX AND ANNUITY DEPOSIT

2. (1 ) Subject to the provisions of sub -sections ( 2 ) and ( 3) , for 
the assessment year commencing on the 1st day of April, 1968 , in 
come- tax shall be charged at the rates specified in Part I of the First 
Schedule and, in the cases to which Paragraphs A , B , C and D of 
that Part apply , shall be increased by a surcharge for purposes of 
the Union and a special surcharge for purposes of the Union calcu 
lated in either case in the manner provided therein .

(hereinafter referred to as the Income-tax Act ) applies , the tax 
chargeable shall be determined as provided in that Chapter , and with 
reference to the rates imposed by sub -section (1 ) or the rates as 
specified in that Chapter , as the case may be. 

(4 ) In cases in which tax has to be deducted under sections 193 , 
194 , 194A and 195 of the Income-tax Act at the rates in force , the 
deduction shall be made at the rates specified in Part II of the First 
Schedule . 

(5 ) in cases in which income-tax has to be calculated under the 
first proviso to sub -section (5 ) of section 132 of the Income-tax Act 
or charged under sub -section (4 ) of section 172 or sub -section (2 ) of
